Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  compliance  with  section  24  of  chapter  3  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners respectfully  submits  its  annual  report. 

Number  of  Voters. 

At  the^city  election  held  December  17,  1918,  the  num- 
ber of  male  voters  on  the  list  was  111,541,  The  number 
of  such  voters  on  the  first  list  published  by  the  Board 
August  15,  1919,  was  98,997.  From  that  time  to  the 
close  of  registration  for  the  city  election  there  were  added 
the  names  of  18,709  male  voters.  The  number  of  male 
voters  on  the  final  list  sent  to  the  polls  on  the  day  of  the 
city  election,  held  December  16,  1919,  was  117,706,  an 
increase  of  6,165  over  the  number  on  the  list  at  the 
preceding  city  election. 

There  were  19,863  female  registered  voters  for  the 
city  election  December  17,  1918.  There  were  18,194 
female  registered  voters  for  the  city  election  held  Decern- 
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ber  16,  1919,  a  decrease  of  1,669  from  the  number  on 
the  list  at  the  preceding  city  election. 

Supplementary  Registeation  of  Soldiers  and 
Sailors. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  258  of  the  General 
Acts  of  1918,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  Provide  for  Supple- 
mentary Registration  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors,"  32  men 
in  the  military  service  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  afforded  by  this  act  by  registering  as 
voters  of  this  city  during  the  periods  after  the  close  of 
registration  for  citizens  not  in  the  service  up  to  the  third 
day  preceding  the  state  and  city  elections.

Polling  Places. 

There  were  219  polling  places  used  for  the  election 
functions  in  1919.  Of  this  number  125  were  located  in 
schooUiouses,  14  in  public  buildings,  1 1  in  private  build- 
ings, 65  in  voting  booths  located  on  lots  of  land  and  4 
in  voting  booths  which  we  located  on  the  public  highway. 

Revision  of  Voting  List. 
The   names   of   967   voters  were  stricken  from   the 
voting  list  by  reason  of  death,  removal  from  the  city 
and  other  causes.     There  were  no  complaints  of  illegal 
registration. 
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Jurors. 

The  jury  list  prepared  by  the  Board  in  1919  contained 
the  names  of  8,497  voters  of  Boston.  During  the  time 
covered  by  this  report  2,954  were  drawn  for  jury  service. 

Membership  of  the  Board. 

The  term  of  Melancthon  W.  Burlen  expired  March  31, 
1919,  and  he  was  reappointed  for  the  term  of  four  years 
ending  March  31,  1923,  and  was  approved  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  He  immediately  assumed  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Melancthon  W.  Burlen  was  designated  by  the  Mayor 
as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
and  Frederick  A.  Finigan  member  of  the  Listing  Board. 

Expenses  of  the  Department. 

Tlie  expenses  of  the  Election  Department  for  the 
year  ending  January  31,  1920,  amounted  to  $143,726.70.
